AMERICA AND THE PHILIPPINES.. 
NO ARMIES FOR THE TROPICS, 

The only argument’ behind the proposal 
to have a large military post at Honolulu 
or somewhere in the Hawaiian islands is 
that troopsdestined forthe Philippines could 
be acclimated there. It implies a constant 
or-frequent passage of troops to the Far 
Enst, and convoys the idea that enough of 
thom will be needed to make a Honolulu 
camp largo, as well as permanent. Very 
likely if the theory, of military activity in 
the Philippines wero good the contingent 
proposal would have morit: tut wo think 
we can assure the Army officers who want 
the post that unless the American’ peuple 
ean hold the Philippine group without an 
army they do not want to hold it at all. 

-The islands sro sought for trade and pro- 
fit, nat for feats of arms and glory. Least 
of all are they wanted as'a meana of in- 
creasing the military expenses of the Na- 
tion, which, counting tho cust of the small 
regular army we have in time of peace with 
that of ponsioning veterans of our wars, 
amount to more annually than the military 
outlay of France or Germany for the same 
period. All. but unanimous as the desire 
to acquire the Asiatic group oortainly is, it 
stops short at any proposition to embark 
ina martial venture which would require 


.even tho transient presence at Hawaii of 


any such forces os the: post promoters 
indicate. 

It is different as to a naval rondezvous, 
Whatevor is,.dono with. tho Philippines, 
thero must be a large foreo of American 
war ships maintained in the Pacific, some- 
where within easy roach of cable orders, to 
proceed, from a midway point cither to 
‘Asin,..Behring sea, Guam, or the South 
Pacific islsnds. Naturally that point will 
be Hawaii, with which cable communica- 
tion is soon to be established.. We regard 
it as _probablo that, in course of. time, 
Hawaii wili hove a dock-yard, and thst, 
like Bermuda and Santo Licia, it will 
moor a considerable. squadron. Such uso’ 
Lof our new outposts would be of the highest 
strategic valuc. But thero is, as we say, 
no contingency now in‘sight that will make. 
Hawaii the camping ground: of more than 
the few .troops needed to -manher forts

Mr Rounsovelle Wildman, U. S, Consul 
Ganeral, writes. under dnto Hongkong, 
Novomber 22, 1898, the following Conaular 
report :— 

Tho ropresontative of tho Dutch and 
| English -tubaceo erowars of Sumatra hag. 
arrived in this city-en route to Manila. Ho 
goes to test the soil there, which he has 
already aualyzed in small quantities snd 
has found suitable for the Sumatra tobacco 
leaf. If tha soil of northern. Luzon ia 
found. suitable, there will be, no difi- 
culty in obtaining pleity of Jand 
at a very moderate “figure. Tho 
uncertain element in ‘the whole pro- 
position is labor. Under thi-existing laws 
in Manila, Chinese coolics arc not admitted 
except under the game reguhtions 8s exist 
in the United States. Mr Pinckney (tho 
represontative refurred to) informa me that 
native Inbor has been found -buth in 
Sumatra and in Burneo ‘to -bo abso- 
lutely- valueless: The Juvaneso, a thrifty 
and docile race, can not be trained 
to give the attention and patiénco to the 
growth of the leaf thit is obsolutely 
essential.

Tt was not duo to poverty, tesause 
$b waa frequently cbsarvable that the richor 
and mote prospbrous among these peo 
via wore the moat Vulgar, Yt was not 
ue to Inck of education. Among: tho 
Ignorant and baybarous savages of Wost 
Arica thore war no vulgarity, although there 
was n-groat doal of poverty and dense and 
otass ignorance. He suppased that amon, 
civilised populstiona the most ignorant md 
backwa: 
dintricta of Spain. Ho had travelled among 
these people and he dould give hia own 
impression for what. it was worth, Al 
thorgh thelr manners wers undoubtedly 
free and independent apd cary, there 
was no vulgarity amang them Ho 
thought the vulgarity of Luglishmen waa 
dua to the slowness, the dulness, tho 
poverty of theirimagination. It was due 
to the want of esmpathy with other people's 
feclings and want of sympathy and. sppre- 
ciation of other peoplo’s ideas, his 
poverty of spirit, this want of apprecia. 
tion of tho sullimo ond of tho magnifi- 
cent, had worked yntold_ mischiof in the 
history of the empire, It lost-us tho Ame- 
rican colonies. The men.of that day had 
no goula to renlise the magnificent, and 
princely heritage’which they had in North 
Amarica. He procacded to give a few ins 
stancen of the working of this ‘defect of 
character in aur henje aud colonial polioy, 
taking first the question of Egypt. Here 
.he said they ocoupied. an utterly falso—he 
would not say imimoral—position before the 
world, Years ago they pledged them- 
selves to ramove their trovps from Egypt 
and they had not carried out that pledge, 
This was because their Government 
and thoir politiciuns could never make up 
their minds between two opposite and cone 
traated linea of policy in Egypt. Tho fizat 
of these was what he might call the ‘hands 
of and.conoert of Kurope’ policy. That 
waaa tenable tine of policy and u practical 
policy, but thoy did not adupt it ‘Lhe 
nextline-of policy which any -vcasonable 
stat. sman would have adopted was what 
they now called the imperialistic polioy. 
“The lecturer proceoded to give instances of 
vacillution and lack of foresight on the 
part of tho British Government in connec- 
tion with other portions of the African con- 
tinont. Spesking about Russian progress 
in Central.
